sentatives passed a resolution requesting infor- 
mation from the Secretary of the Treasury as 
regards tbe amount expended since the com- 
mencement of tbe rebellion in the employment 
and sustenance of slaves in tbe disloyal Slates 
and to what extent such expenses will be com- 
pensated by their servjee. Mr. Chase has re- 
plied and Btates that soon after the occupation 
of tbe islands near Port Royal, acting under 
the provisions of the act of July 13, 1861, au- 
thorizing commercial intercourse with tbe 
States in insurrection, he appointed Lieutenant 
Colonel Reynolds, of the Rhode Island volun- 
teers, as special agent for the collection of prop- 
erty abandoned by rebel armies. His agent was 
instructed to receive and collect the products 
of the soil and other property found or brought 
within the districts occupied by our forces, and 
the instructions were framed to protect the 
joperty of loyal citizens falling iuto the care 
oT^^eGovernmentj to insure economy in 
gathering and sending to market cotton and 
other property found on abandoned plantations, 
and by securing the largest possible proceeds 
from sales to advance both private and public 
interests. All such property was consigned to 
Collector Barney, of New York, advertised for 
public sale, expenses paid from the proceeds, 
and the balance held on account of those enti- 
tled to it. Atthe same time Edward L Pierce 
was selected as an agent to superintend the 
culture of the plantations and the employment 
of the laborers engaged thereon, and these 
agents performed the duties assigned to them 
until June 18, 1862, when the whole subject of 
the cultivation of the soil and the collection of 
property was transferred to the control of the 
War Department. Secretary Chase gives a

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Edwin Booth, the tragedian, closed an 
engagement at the Winter Garden, in New 
York, last week, on account of the death of 
his wife in Boston. She was formerly known 
npon the stage as Mi.-s Mary Devlin, and 
duriDg bcr brief dramatic career earned an 
enviable refutation as a fine artiste and an 
irreproachable lady. When Mr. Booth and 
she were engaged to be married, the former 
sent her to a couvent, in Canada, to complete 
her education. She remained there about 
year, and upon leaving the convent was mar- 
ried, since which time she has not appeared 
npon the stage. To her husband she was no 
less an invaluable counsellor and friend than 
a fond companion, redeeming bim from 
many traits which otherwise might have 
brought him to misfortune, and directing 
bis ambition to the path in which he has 
of late reaped both fame and fortune 
Mr. Booth appreciated all this, and repaid it 
•rilb all the affection possible to his ardent na 
lure. During the past week, while telegrams 
alternately cheering and desponding were 
reaching him, twice a day, he was at times 
quite beside himself with apprehension, and 
on one evening he bail post-horses and a car 
riage standing before the theatre while he was 
playing, from some species of insane pre- 
sentiment that he might suddenly need them 
to reach the sick one's bedside. Until Friday 
night Mr.s. Booth would not give her consent 
that he should break his engagement to come 
to her, and on Saturday morning she died 
Her disease was inflammation of the bowels, 
resulting from a severe cold. She leaves one 
child, a daughter. 

Various stories of the extravagance and 
gullibility of the late Said Pasha are going 
about. He used to submit with tbe most as- 
touishing simplicity to the barefaced imposi- 
tions of his French favorites and agents. On 
one occasion he received seven fine mirrors 
from I'aris, the prime cost of which was about 
twelve hundred dollars a piece; for these he 
was made to pay, however, fifty thousand dol- 
lars a piece, or £70,000 for the seven. The 
same man who pocketed this profit, minus 
what he had to pav to subordinate rascals, had 
a contract to supply Said's army with buttons 
on the occasion of a certain change of uni- 
form. The bill was, of conrse, infamously 
large: unfortunately, the Pasha, not having 
a soul entirely above buttons, and having had 
a certain penchant for military tailoring in all 
its details, knew tbe proper price of the article 
and became enraged. Sending for the French 
contractor, he pointed to the total of the bill 
and flung it down, exclaiming, " It is a vil- 
lainous robbery!" On this the Frenchman 
coolly replied, If 1 don't rob your Highness, 
who the deuce would you have me robf"' His 
Highness was so pleased with the man's im- 
pudence that he paid the bill. He is greatly 
mourned. 

Rich Gold Discoveries n Western Ne- 
bcask a. — The Nebraska Republican reports 
that the gold mines of Western Nebraska and 
Dacotah are developing mineral resources of 
surpassing richness. Several letters of recent 
date have been received in this city from gen- 
tlemen known to be in all respects trustwor- 
thy, stating that the entire region at the east- 
ern base of the Rocky Mountains, commencing 
at the headwaters of Wind River, only about 
'KM miles from Laramie, and extending north- 
wardly and westwardly to the headwaters of 
the Missouri River, has been found to contain 
deposits of gold in such quantities as to ren- 
der mining exceedingly profitable. Several 
gentlemen who have heretofore resided in this 
city have written to their friends here stating 
that the newly discovered gold regions are in- 
finitely superior to those of Colorado. Bau- 
nock City had not fifty inhabitants in the 
early part of September last; it has now a 
population of more than 1,000, and the emi- 
grants are rapidly pouring in from all quar- 
ters. The earnings of miners, as stated by 
these letter-writers, are almost fabulous, and 
if they were not well known and trust- 
worthy we could not believe their statements. 

The Depreciation- of Paper Ccrrrxcv. — 
It is generally believed that when gold is worth 
fifty per cent premium, a paper dollar is only 
worth fifty cents, and that its depreciation is 
uniformly the same as the rise in tbe premium 
on gold. This error arises from its confound- 
ing of premium with discount. Fifty per cent 
taken trorn an article is much greater than the 
addition of that amount. If we add 50 per 
cent to 10, itmakes.l5,or one-third more; if we 
deduct 50 per cent, it reduces it to 5, or one- 
half. So a paper dollar, when gold is worth 
M per cent premium, is worth 66K cents, in- 
stead of 50; and when gold is at 60, it is worth 
62J4 cents instead of 40. Tbe following is a 
simple way Of sbowingthis: Five gold dollars 
at 100 arc equal to eight paper dollars at 100; 
hence each paper dollar is just five-eights of 
the other, or 62^ cents. But the premium on 
gold is not now a teat of tbe vabif of the hank 
and Government circulation. The premium 
varies from day to day, according to the ca- 
price of the brokers and speculators, and it is 
absurd to quote the results of their alternate 
inflations and depreciations, Abased on con- 
stantly changing circumstances, as a standard 
of value i 

Shocking Occurrence— A Father Jhouns 
His Hon. — On Saturday night last a German 
by the name of Ludwig Fette, who resides in 
South Wheeling, Va., drowned his own son 
under the following circumstances: Fette, 
while laboring under a temporary fit of in- 
sanity, threatened to go to the river and drow n 
himself, and started off' for this purpose. His 
son, a young man about twenty-one years of 
age, followed him and ventured into the water 
to save bim. A deBperate struggle ensued 
between the two in the water, when, it is al- 
leged, the father struck the son a violent blow 
upon the head, the force of which so stunned 
him that he was rendered incapable of further 
exertion, and before he could be rescued was 
carried away by the current. The father was 
dragged from the water and taken in charge 
by officer John W. Shultz, by whom he was 
committed to the county jail. Fette, says the 
Intelligencer, had been quarrelling with his 
family, and had threatened to drown himself 
in order to get rid of tbe annoyance to which 
he claimed to be subject.

Against this fund there are no outstanding 
claims, except such as the legal owners of the 
property sold may present and substantiate. 
The purchase of the Flora was necessary, as a 
light draft steamer of large carrying capacity 
was required to transfer cotton from planta- 
tions to transports. From the reply of the 
Secretary it appears that no expenditure has 
been made from the Treasury for collection or 
sale of cotton, or its cultivation, or for the 
hire, subsistence, educational, or benevolent 
care of laborers, except that some transport- 
ation and rations were furnished by the Wur 
Department for agents, superintendents, and 
laborers on the plantations, which advances 
were partially if not wholly compensated by 
benefits to the military service from the U3e of 
the Flora and from the services of such agents 
and employees. In closing his reply Secreta- 
ry Chose takes occasion to rectify false im- 
pressions, industriously circulated, that the 
collection of cotton and the care of planta- 
tions and laborers on tbe Sea Islands of South 
Carolina had been attended with great cost 
to the Government. On tbe contrary, a half 
million of dollars is now in the hands of the 
Assistant Treasurer at New York awaiting 
claimants. 



Cost of War.— From 1683 to 1816, England 
was for more than half tbe time — sixty-seven 
years — engaged in war. The war of the 
Spanish succession cost over $300,000,000 in 11 
years; the seven years' war cost $500,000,000; 
our Revolutionary war cost England $380,- 
000,000, and that of the French Revolution 
$2,32(\000. When at war with Napoleon, from 
To 1816, England raised by taxe3 the 
Enormous sum of $3,655,000,000, and by loans 
the further sum of $1,940,000 — an average of 
over $1,322,000 per day. It bas been said that 
for ninety days previous to the battle of Wa- 
terloo she spent an average of five million 
dollars per day.

The Fortress Monroe correspondent of the 
Times says tbe reports of the i-ountry people 
rendered to Gen. Viele at Norfolk and Gen 
Peck at Suffolk, concur in stating that Pryor 
bas been reinforced by troops under Gens Pet- 
tigrew and Glover to the extent of over 15,000 
men, giving him a force of 20,000. 

Rumors also come from many quarters that 
an attempt would be made on Norfolk before 
the 4th of March. 

Pryor, a week ago, withdrew his pickets 
betw een Suffolk and the Black water, and is 
making a circuitous march in a southeasterly 
direction. He crossed Chowan river and turned 
up yesterday morning in Princess Anno 
county, 20 miles southwest of our lines. 

The Tribune's despatch states that the gun 
boats Freeborn and Dragon made a reconnois 
sance on tbe 21st up the Rappahanuock a dis- 
tance of twenty-six miles. Just below Fort 
Lowry they were fired on by a rebel battery. 
An engagement of an hour "ensued, in which 
the batteries were silenced. 

Tbe Freeborn received^unimportant injuries 
and bad two or three men slightly wounded. 

The entire reconnoissance was a perfect suc- 
cess, and yielded a great deal of valuable in- 
formation.

Arrested for Treason. — A notorious ecoun- 
drel by the name of Amon S. Conway was 
arrested at his residence, near Fayetteville, In- 
diana, on last Friday, on a United States war- 
rant, charged with treason and other high 
crimes; 6even indictments have been found 
against him. The Connersville Union says he 
has been travelling over the State, organizing 
the Knights of the Golden Circle. He was 
lodged in jail over night and the next morn- 
ing taken to Indianapolis. Two scoundrels, 
supposed to be members of the black order, 
were at Connersville on Saturday morning 
looking alter their brother, but had notice to 
leave, which they did in double-quick time. 
There are other men in that county fully as 
guilty as he is. Some of their names will be 
given next week. 

Last Saturday a descent was made upon two 
houses in Philadelphia, and four parties, two 
men and two women, taken into custody upon 
the charge of making counterfeit bank notes. 
From the appearance of things in the house 
it was evident that the parties had been work- 
ing in their nefarious trade up to dark that 
evening. Some of the notes were drying upon 
the stove when the officers entered the prem- 
ises. Among the plates found was one for the 
five on the Western Bank, issued some time 
since, and which was so well executed as to 
almost defy detection. Some of the plates 
are also believed to be altered for United 
States Treasury notes. Tbe whole amount of 
counterfeit bills recovered is between $40,000 
$50,000. 

Decisions Concerning Steam Engines. — The 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue has decided 
that a marine engine, which is built into and 
forms parts of a steam boat, steamship, or other 
vessel propelled by steam, is not regarded as a 
manufacture, and therefore is not Bubject to 
tax under the excise law. Yet articles may be 
used in the structure thereof which, having a 
distinct commercial character, are in ihern 
selves manufactures. If the builder of a ma- 
rine engine is himself the manufacturer of an 
article used in the structure of tbe engine — as, 
for instance, a steam pump or copper pipe — he 
becomes liable, as a manufacturer, to pay the 
tax on such article whenever it is removed for 
sale or consumption. 

Facts Against Fancy. — The rebels have been 
boasting of the number 9t vessels which have 
run the blockade, and even Mr. Mason put the 
number as high as four hundred. The report 
of the rebel Secretary of the Treasury shows 
the falsity of these boasts, for hy puts the 
whole custom-house duties, for ten months 
ending in December last, at $666,556. The 
commerce that yields but a little more than 
half a million of dollars revenue for nearly a 
year cannot be extensive. This fact proves 
the blockade too be a little to strict for the re 
bel comfort and necessities.

Imme- 
diately on coming to an anchorage, Captain 
Maffit proceeded to Government House, when 
permission was given him to remain the sl- 
otted twenty-four hours to recoal. In ac- 
cordance with the same he remained until 
noon yesterday, when steam was put on and 
the Oreto again went on her way. 

She lay in port alongside of the British 
steamship Barracouta (6), the British steam- 
ship Galatea (6), lying outside of Hog Island. 
The British steamship Orlando (50) arrived 
here on the 23d ult. Many of her crew de- 
serted here. 

The day before her arrival the American 
ship Sally Bonsall left this port for Abaco, to 
take away the United States troops lately 
wrecked there. No doubt Captain Maffit was 
posted up on this score, and the probabilities 
of her capture are great. 

The crown officer filed during the present 
month ex officio informations against several 
parties who have piloted United States gun- 
joats across the Bahama Banks or through 
passages. Tbe charge was for a violation of 
tbe Foreign Enlistment act, in entering and 
serving on board United States vessels of war 
as pilots, without the leave or license of her 
Majesty. Two have been tried and convicted, 
and sentenced to three months' imprisonment. 

Steamships sliU continue to arrive from 
England with cargoes for the South. The 
British barqe Severn, from Liverpool, with 
one ot these cargoes, was wrecked outside of 
Hog island, just opposite our city, on the 
morning of the 29th ult.

Nothing less can 
check an evil and a crime which threatens 
the demoralisation and the destruction of our 
armies. The case of every unpunished deser- 
tion has encouraged other desertions, so that 
every State in the I'nion is now swarming 
with deserters. A thorough reform must be 
brought about at once, and it cannot be 
brought about except by making the men in 
the armies understand that it is more dange- 
rous to desert than to face the foe— made to 
understand that the [tost of duty is the best 
post of safety. 

Earnestly and deeply do we sympathize with 
the toils and sufferings and privations and all 
the other hardships of the men who have gone 
into their country's service, but let them not 
look to desertion as a remedy for anything 
they are called on to endure. We trust that 
the President will on no account interpose 
between the sentence of the court martial 
convened by General Hooker and the punish 
ment of the thirty deserters.

Congress to coerce a State into submission 
which was attempting to withdraw or had 
actually withdrawn from the Federal Union 
there was hardly a voice in the land which 
did not denounce such sentiments as trea 
sonable and outraged public opinion de- 
manded the expurgation of all the disloyal 
element from bis Cabinet. But now the posi- 
tion^ boldly assumed by the men in question 
that we have no right to coerce the rebels into 
submission to the laws. What a platform for 
a national man! It would answer for the 
States of Mexico and Central America, but it 
is in direct antagonism to the fundamental 
principle of republican or a represen- 
tative government; it abnegates all ideal 
of popular enlightenment, and would disarm 
reason when it combats with error, by refer- 
ring the final arbitrament of all temjiorary dis- 
putes to the bayonet instead of the ballot. It 
contemplates anarchy instead of constitution- 
al law; it proposes to place all power in the 
hands of military leaders and take it from the 
people; it adopts the freebooter's motto that 
"might makes right;" it blots out all the beau- 
tiful and symmetrical guarantees of constitu- 
tional liberty, and substitutes therefor the 
arbitrary caprice of every despot of the hour. 
There can be but one national party now, and 
that must be the party of the Union, pledged 
to the restoration of the Union as it was and 
under the Constitution as it is. Those who 
claim that it is impossible to effect this, are 
unworthy to bu regarded as American citi- 
icns, for they are willing to surrender all the 
proud glories of their country, their fair herit- 
age, and the renown which is emblazoned on the 
archives of the past. They are ready to yield 
to temporary pressure, anA grasp the fleeting 
shadow of hollow pacification, instead of strug- 
gling like men and patriots for the substantial 
blessings which must follow the crushing out 
of the rebellion and the re-establishment of 
•he government as our fathers made it. They 
may use specious arguments to delude the un- 
wary into the support of their schemes, but 
it caunot be that the intelligence of our coun- 
try will be deceived so terribly as to lend 
them any countenance. No party can suc- 
ceed which is not based on a patriotic devotion 
to country; schemers may aggregrate a few 
misguided men into petty factions, and dis- 
turb the general quiet for a time, but the broad 
and immutable principles of governmental 
policy, which point the way to national pros- 
perity and individual happiness under the pro- 
tection of the law, are the only guiding stars 
for a party in the comprehensive and salutary 
scope which lends it energy, dignity, and suc- 
cess in a free Republic like our own. Let 
those who are for peace at the cost of the na- 
tional existence consult their own consciences, 
and decide whether an organization composed 
of such as they are would constitute an enno- 
bling party or a miserablo faction. If they 
cannot, see themselves, the world can see them 
in their true colore, and will write their epitaph 
in language of the noblest scorn. 



' The Charleston Mercury accuses the 
Federal army, which is about to restore its city 
to obedience to the laws, of being urged on 
by devilish hate, and of coming "with the 
avowed purpose to sack our homes and plough 
our streets with his round shot." Can the 
Mercury inform the world what kind of spirit 
it was that urged its rebel fellow-citizens to 
bombard Fort Sumpter and lor hours to im- 
peril its heroic garrison "with mortar and pe- 
tard?"

We have had for more thau a year what 
we considered positive knowledge that the K 
G. C. s were organized in the Western and 
Northwestern States for treasonable purposes — 
organized to promote the interests and accom- 
plish the ends of the rebellion. The mem- 
bers of the organization are as thorough and 
bitter rebels as any rebels in the rebel Con- 
federacy, and they are as much moro dan- 
gerous than the latter as savages in am- 
bush or bravos in masks arc more dan- 
gerous than open foes. No rattlesnake in the 
grass ever deserved to have its head crushed 
more than the order of the K. G. C.'s. If a 
member of a gang of horse-thieves were to re- 
fuse te testify as to its doings for the alleged 
reason that to testify would be to criminate 
himself, some means would probably be found 
to bring both him and his confederates to jus- 
tice, and we hope that treason, lurking and 
stabbing treason, will not be treated more in- 
dulgently than the comparatively insignifi- 
cant crime of horse-stealing. 

A Patriotic Motto.— Some time last sum- 
mer, Mr. W. W. Carter, of Baltimore, placed 
in the hands of the President of the United 
States a Union flag bearing in letters of gold 
the motto, "The heel of the old flagstaff shall 
bruise the rattle-snake's head." The presenta- 
tion was accompanied by a letter explanatory 
of the device, and, at the same time, requesting 
that the flag might be placed in the War De- 
partment, in order that the motto might be 
incorporated into our national faith during 
the present struggle for the supremacy of the 
Constitution and laws and the perpetuity of 
our nationality. This motto, as described by 
the gentleman who conceived it, is national, 
symbolical, and prophetic. "The heel of the 
flagstaff' represents the Federal Government, 
and the "rattle-snake's' head" represents the 
rebellion inaugurated by South Carolina, 
tbo symbol of whose sovereignty is that 
vicious reptile, and the declaration of sover- 
eignty between the heel and the head is pro- 
phetic of the absolute power and inflexible 
determination of the Federal Government to 
crush out the rebellion at any and every cost 
commensurate with the life of the nation. 
This ruotto expresses a great truth. Let it be 
spread before the public eye and thundered 
into the public ear at all the loyal gatherings 
of the people; let it stimulate the heart of the 
nation all over the land, and finally let it be 
the battle-cry for the Union, until the flag of our 
country shall be planted on every mountain 
top, and its musical Uutterings again be borne 
upon every passing breeze, until

Taken in connection wtth the Apprehen- 
sions we bnve heretofore expressed with ref- 
erence to a rebel invasion of Kentucky, the 
telegraphic, intelligence from Frankfort by 
way of Cincinnati this morning is of the high- 
est interest. It is stated that Hreckinridge, 
with a force of twenty thousand, is marching 



We received information last evening to the 
effect that the freigliUtrain which left this cily 
yesterday morning for Niishville had been cap- 
tured at Woodlmrn, on the line between Simp, 
son and Warren counties, by a party of rebel 
guerillas, and learned subsequently that the 
cars, about twenty in number, bad been tic 
stroyed 

There were upon the train two hundred and 
forty mules belonging to the Government and 
a quantity of freight belonging to individuals 
A number of the mules were turned loo6e, and 
the remainder were driven off by the thieving 
band who made the attack upon the train. 
Fortunately two or three heavily-laden cars 
containing goods belonging to Messrs. Harney, 
Hughc3, k Co., Mr. Samnel Jones, and others 
of this city, had been left behind at Bowling 
Green for some reason, and escaped the rapa- 
city of the rebel vandals. 

After the devilish work of destroying the 
train had been consummated to the satisfac- 
tion of the heartless wretches, they raised 
steam upon the locomotive to its fullest height 
and started the machine down the rond at the 
Up of its speed, hoping that it would be en 
countered by the passenger train coming up 
from Nashville. The locomotive steamed down 
the track through Franklin and by other sta- 
tions at a fearful rate of speed, but the supply 
of steam was finally exhausted, and the ma-

We are not alarmed at tbe rnmored evacua- 
tion of Richmond, Madison county, by our 
troops, or by the announcement that the Fed- 
eral forces recently there are retreating in tbe 
direction of Lexington, pursued by a rebel i gard 
force of twice their number. We chance to 
know that Richmond was held by a battalion 
of only one hundred and eighty cavalry, and 
we are well aware that it would require but a 
small force to cause them to abandon that po- [ 
sition. 

The only intelligence we received last even- 
ing from the Bluegrass Region was that ob- 
tained through the medium of the despatch 
alluded to; and passengers by tbe train which 
left Lexington and passed through Frankfoit 
yesterday afternoon did not confirm, or even 
allude, to the rumors contained in the despatch 
referred to above.

Hay*We learn from a source which we regard 
as entirely reliable, that, although tbe rebel 
cavalry troops at or near Richmond, in Mad- 
ison county, fell back and were supposed to be 
retreating, the movement was made for the 
mere purpose of a union with the advancing 
rebel infantry, and the enemy are now gath- 
ering rapidly at Richmond in far greater force 
than our people have generally apprehended. 
If what we hear as to the strength of the 
troops coming together there is true, as we 
presume it is, the rebel design is to "hold, oc- 
cupy, and possess" the State of Kentucky. 

It has been thought to bo impossible for the 
rebel troops to get across the mountains in 
this muddy season, but they seem to mind 
mud as little as if they were so many mud- 
turtles. 

taiT About eighteen montbs ago, as we 
learn from tho Cincinnati papers, the late Gen. 
Nelson caused to he distributed in Campbell 
and other counties of Kentucky a considerable 
number of arms for the use of the Homo 
Guards. Each man receiving a gun was re- 
quired to pay a dollar, which sum was to be 
refunded — as was stated at the time — when 
the gttns were called in. Last week Mayor 
McCracken, of Newport, having received or- 
ders from the military authorities to collect all 
the arms and Government properly thereto 
belonging, proceoded to perform that duty 
but has met with considerably difficulty, many 
absolutely refusing to give up their guns until 
they are reimbursed, as was promised. Tho 
order for the return of the guns will be rigidly 
enforced.

Cairo, Feb. 26. 
The steamer Wallace brings confirmation of 
the capture by the rebels of the ram Queen of 
the West. 

Passengers report nothing of importance 
transpiring below. 

It is beUered much suffering exisU at Vicks- 
burg in consequence of the interruption of 
river communication. Deserters seem to think 
that unless relief soon arrives the place must 
be evacuated. 

The Indianola is reported to have destroyed 
a rebel steamer near Port Hudson. 

Washington, Feb. 26. 
The steamer Augusta has arrived from Hil- 
ton Head with dates to the Juth. The follow- 
ing isasynoicis of tho Herald's correspond- 

-nce: 

The rebels in Savannah are straining every 
nerve to complete their new iron-clad, in 
which they have great confidence. 

The rebels announce that four steamers ran 
tbe blockade off Charleston in one day — the 
Leopard and Wagner, from Nassau on the 4tb, 
aud the others, not named, bound to Liver- 
pool, one of which had J. B. Clay, of Ken- 
tucky, on board. 

Gen. Hunter has peremptorily ordered all 
the staff of Oen. Porter out of the Department 
of the South for the utterance of sentiments 
tending to create disaffection and insul>ordiiia- 
tion. 

Firing was heard on the Ogechee river, and 
it was expected that the Union iron-clad Pas- 
saic and the rebel iron-clad were engaged.

In Sight of Vh k.shuiui, February 18, ) 
Via Cairo, February 23. J 

It has rained incessantly lour days. The 
sufferings of the troops therefrom are very 
great. All work on the canal was suspended 
until this morning. The work is fully begun on 
a scale sufficiently extensive to float any trans- 
port. It will necessarily take some time to 
complete it. 

Forces are still engaged at Lake Providence 
in cutting a channel from the river to the lake, 
aud clearing bayous leading from the lake. 

A large force has been engaged some time 
in opening the old Yazoo Pass, from the Mis- 
sissippi below Helena to Coldwater, fourteen 
miles. Transports already run in a part of 
the way. The enemy, discovering this at- 
tempt at turning their works on the Yazoo at 
Haines' Blnfli, have been busy felling im- 
mense trees across the pass in every direction. 
The labor of removing them retards our pro- 
gress. Still the work progresses. The suc- 
cess of tbe project is confidently predicted. 
River rising. 

Cairo, Feb. 23. 

The steamer Bello Memphis arrived from 
Memphis tbis morning. On the way up she 
stopped at a landing on the Arkansas shore, 
near Island 37, to laud passengers. As soon 
as the staije-plank was run out, ten guerillas, 
armed to tbe teeth, rushed aboard, aud put 
pistols at the heads of the officers, compelling 
them to obey theii commands. Four men 
were taken off as prisoners by seven of the 
pirates, when the captain of the Imat hurried 
down to the engine-room and backed tbe boat 
out into the river, tine of the brigands was 
killed in the Cajbttt, ami two brougbt up to 
Fort Pillow. As the l>oat was moving off, the 
enemy fired a number of shot*, but did no 
further damage. 

Gunboats in "the Cumberland report Van 
Dorn having gone, with 10,000 men, to rein- 
force Bragg. 

Washinoton, Feb. 25. 

Commissioner Boutwcll will probably re- 
sign on the 4th of M arch, to serve as Congress- 
man. H is successor is not yet designated. 

Nearly a thousand military nominations 
were sent to the Senate to-day. Sixteen or 
seventeen Generals and hundreds of the regu- 
lar army officers were promoted. 

Gen. Rosecrans has recommended the fol- 
lowing Brigadier Generals lor promotion to 
the rank of Major Generals: 

D. S. Stanley, J. S. Neglcy, J. T. Wood, J. 
C. Davis, John M. Palmer, H. P. Vancleve, R. 
II. Sheridan, and R. B. Mitchell. 

The following Colonels he recommended to 
be Brigadier Generals: 

John Beatty, 3d Ohio; W. n. Gibson, 19th 
Ohio; W. B. flazen, list Ohio; W. P. Carlin, 
3Xth Illinois; Samuel Beatty, 19th Ohio; Stan- 
ley Matthews, Mst Ohio; Charles G. llasker, 
6ath Ohio; Geo. G. Wagner, 15th Indiana; 
Wm. Gross, 36th Indiana. 

The Senate Military Committee at a meet- 
ing to-day disposed of most of the military 
appointments before them and reported them 
to the Senate for confirmation. They have 
reduced the number of Paymasters, Qnartci- 
miister?, and Commissaries somewhat,but have 
re|iorled enough to meet the requirements of 
the service. 

Intelligence was received here to-day to the 
effect that the French have taken possession of 
the port of Guaymas, with 5,000 troops. The 
letter which brings this intelligence states 
that they arc making plundering visits on the 
entire frontier of Mexico alonii the coast. 

The Senate Chamber on Foreign Affairs 
have important questions liefore them touch- 
ing the subject of French intrigues. 

It is not known whether any action will lie 
taken bv the Committee, as Cha rman Sumner 
is opposed to considering that mutter at present. 

The special committee on the Missouri 
Emancipation bill, at their meeting to il iv, 
agreed to push their bill to a successful termi- 
nation, and not to yield one iota, as subse- 
quent deb.ile in the House fully shows. 

General Sigel this afternoon received a mag- 
nificent and costly sword and belt, the gift of 
German citizens of Cincinnati. Gen. Sigel 
returned his thanks for the gift, and said it 
was wrong to place dependence upon any one 
man, but each man should be considered as a 
single i>art of all who were attempting to 
work out the problem of liberty. He had al- 
wavs been a Kppublicnn as against despotism, 
and would stand by Republican principles to 
the end. Many things bad happened in this 
war to discourage him, and bis friends had 
advised him to desist from being a soldier, as 
justice was not being done him, but iu such a 
time as this no man should be discouraged by 
little personal grievances. 

Wbsiiinuton, Feb. 26. 
Senator Wilson, of Massachusetts, to-day in- 
troduced a substitute for tbe Hou?'e nill to raise 
additional soldiers. It provides for the mus- 
tering in, enrolling, and organizing, by the 
commanding officers of tbe several depart- [ from 
lnents, of as many Africans as may be libera- 
ted by certain laws, by the President's Procla- 
mation, or by any olher legal and competent 
authority exercised iu suppressing the rel ellion, 
as the President shall from time to time deem 
to be necessary to be armed, equipped, aud 
mustered into the service. It contains a pro- 
viso that no perBon of African descent shall 
be appointed to exercise authority over white 
officers, soldiers, or men, in the army and 
navy. 

It is now settled that the Secretary of tbe 
Treasury is authorized to borrow from time to 
time on the credit of the United States a sum 
not exceeding $300,000,000 for the current fis- 
cal year, $600,000,000 for the next fiscal year, 
and to issue therefor coupon or registered 
bonds, payable at the pleasure of the Govern- 
ment alter such periods as may be fixed by tho 
Secretary, notmore thau forty years from date, 
in coin, and such denominations not less t ian 
$50, ai he may deem expedient, beuring Inter- 
est at a rate not to exceed 6 per cent per annum, 
piynble on bonds not exceeding $100 annually, 
and on all other bonds semi-annually in coin 
and he may in his discretion dispose of such 
bonds at any time upon such terms as he may 
deem most advisable for lawful money of the 
United States, or for any of the certificates of 
indebtedness or deposit that may at any time 
be unpaid, or for any of the Treasury notes 
heretofore issued or that may be issued under 
bonds, or Treasury notes or United States 
notes issued under the provisions ol this act, 
and all bonds or Treasury notes or United 
States notes issued under the provisions of 
this act shall be exempt from taxation by 
or under the Slute or municipal authority, 
provided there shall be out standing of bonds. 
Treasury notes, and United States notes at 
any time issued under the provisions of 
this act, no greater amount altogether than 
the sum of $900,000,000. The Secretary of the 
Treasurv is authorized to issue on tbe credit of 
the United Slates $400,000,000 of Treasury 



notes, payable at the pleasure of the United 
btales, or at such time or times, not exceeding 
three years from date, as may be found most 
beneficial to the public interests, and bearing 
interest at a rate not exceeding six per cent 
per annum, payable at the periods expressed 
on the face of said Treasury notes; and the in- 
terest on said Treasury notes and on certifi- 
cates of indebtedness and dejiosit thereafter 
issued shall be paid in lawful money 
The treasury notes thus issued to be of such 
denominations as the Secretary may direct 
not less than ten dollars, and may l>e disposed 
Of on the best terms that can b I obtained, or 
may be paid to any creditor of the United 
States willing to receive the same at par. 
These treasury notes may he made a legal 
tender to the same extent as the United States 
treasury notes, for their face value, excluding 
interest; or they may be made exchangeable 
under the regulations prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury by the holder thereof, 
at the treasury in Washington, or at the office 
of any assistant treasurer or depository desig- 
nated for that purpose, for United States notes 
equal in amount to the treasury notes offered 
for exchange, together with the interest 
accrued and due thereon at the date of 
interest to payment next preceding such 
exchange, and in the sum of any amount of 
said treasury notes thus exchange, or redeem- 
ed, or paid at maturity, the Secretary may 
issue an equal amount of other treasury notes 
and the treasury notes thus exchanged, or re- 
deemed, or paid at maturity, shall be cancelled 
or destroyed, as the Secretary may direct 
In order to secure prompt exchanges of United 
States notes for treasury notes, when required 
as above provided, the Secretary shall have 
power to issue United States notes to the 
amount of $150,000,000, which may.be used if 
necessary, lor such exchanges, but no part 'of 
the United States notes authorized by this 
session shall be issued for or applied to any 
olher piirjioses than said exchanges, and when- 
ever any amount shall have been so used and 
applied, the same shall be replaced as soon as 
practicable from the sales of the treasury notes 
for tbe United States notes. 

The Secretary is authorized, if required by 
the exigencies of the public service, for the 
piyment of the army and navy and other 
creditors of the Government, to issue, on the 
credit of the Government, $150,000,000 of U. 
8. notes, including the amount of such notes 
heretofore authorized by a joint resolution in 
January last, not bearing interest, and of de- 
nominations not less than one dollar. 

The seventh section of the original bill i3 
stricken out. The section noticing the inde- 
pendent treasury law is omitted. 

Washinoton, Feb. 26. 
The Legislature of Minnesota, in a resolu- 
tion presented to the Senate, in view of the 
horrors of the late Indian warfare, asks Con- 
gress to extend the provisions of the pension 
act to the survivors of the murdered and to 
tbo mutilated and crippled. 

Kansas, through a resolution of her Legis- 
lature, submitted to the Senate, asks the 
I utted States lo assume and pay Kansas Ter- 
ritorial debt. 

Major-Genesal McDowell was to-day or- 
dered to Cairo, to serve as President of tbe 
Court-martial or Court of Inquiry ordered to 
assemble for the trial of those officers accused 
of improperly speculating in cotton. 

The Star says a large force of rebel cavalry 
doubtless crossed tbe Rappahannock last night 
at Kellv's Ford, a few miles below Rappahan- 
nock Station.

Mr. Powell offered a resolution to appoint a 
committee of three to investigate the conduct 
of Col. Gilbert, who dispersed a Democratic 
Convention which assembled at Frankfort, 
Kentucky, for tbe purpose of nominating State 
officers. Laid over. 

Mr.Trumbull called up the bill to provide cir- 
cuit courts for the Districts of California and 
Oregon. [Tbe bill provides for another Asso- 
ciate Judge of the Supreme Court.] Passed. 

Mr. Trumbull offered a resolution, which 
wus adopted, instructing the Military Com- 
mittee to inquire how many paymasters, quar- 
termasters, and commissaries of subsistence 
are required by the public service, and to in- 
quire into the propriety of limiting the num- 
ber. 

Mr. Powell called up the resolution to in- 
vestigate the facts concerning the arrests and 
release of D. A. Mahoncy and others. 

Mr. Wilson, of Massachusetts,. moved to in- 
definitely postpone the resolution. Carried— 
21 to 111. 

Mr. Latham called up the bill for the sale 
and survey of certain Indian reservations in 
California. Passed. 

Mr. Carlile moved to take up the bill amend- 
atory of tbe act to admit the State of West 
Virginia. 

Mr. Wilson called up the bill to reorganize 
fhe corps of Engiueers After some discussion 
it was recommended to the Military Commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Foster moved to take up the bankrupt 
bill. Agreed to — yeas 20, nays 1G. 

The conscription bill was here reported from 
the House, and the amendment ordered to be 
presented at 2:45 P. M. 

The Senate then went into executive session. 
Adjourned. 

HOC8E. 

Mr. McPhcrson, from the Committee on 
Military Affaire, reported back the Senate bill 
for the appointment of additional Major and 
Brigadier Generals. The Committee proposed 
to increase the former from twenty to forty. 
This was agreed to — yeas 88, nays 53. 

The Committee also proposed to increase 
the number of Ifrigadier Generals from fifty to 
one hundred. This was also adopted — yeas 
89. nays 47. 

The House struck out the Senate's proviso, 
beyond which number, as authorized oy law, 
no General shall be apjiointed in any branch 
of public service.

The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole on tbe internal revenue bill. 

The House, in Committee of the Whole, 
continued amending the Internal Revenue 
bill. 

Mr. Stevens made a report on the disagree- 
ing votes of the two Houses on the bill to pro- 
vide means for the support of the Government. 
[All the points are covered, excepting Hie 
banker's clause.] The report was agreed to — 
71 to 69. 

The House insisted upon its bank-clause dis- 
agreement, and asked another committee of 
conference. 

The House then took a rccea3 until seven 
o clock. 

ifcThe Committee rose, and the House ad- 
journed. 

Indianapolis, Feb. 26. 
The Union mass convention to-day was the 
largest ever held here, liver 30,000 people 
were present. The proceedings were opened 
with prayer by Bishop Ames. Ex-Governor 
Joseph A. Wright presided. There was speak- 
ing from three stands. Among the speakers 
were Governor Andy Johnson, of Tennessee, 
Hon. Sam'l Galloway and Kev. B. F. Cary, 
of Ohio. 

The resolutions passed re-affirm devotion to 
the Union and a hearty support to the Gov- 
ernment in a vigorous prosecution of the war 
until the rebellion is crushed out, and depre- 
cate all truckling armistices and juggling con- 
ventions with traitors in arms as weak iaven- 
tionsof the enemy, which cannot be entertained 
for a single moment by loyal men; endorse 
every measure the President has adopted for 
the suppression of the rebellion, and that the 
loyal people of Indiana will never submit to 
the withdrawal of the State from tbe Union or 
the formation of a Northwestern Confederacy 

San Francisco, Feb. 26. 
Telegraphic advices from Los Angelos of 
ycaterday state that persons just returned from 
tbe Slate range state that new leads, unsur- 
passed in richuess, have withiu ten days been 
discovered, but of inferior quality. News 
La Paze's Eldorado canon, Colorado 
river, is of an encouraging nature.
